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4 . The blower as claimed in claim 2 wherein "the 

chamber for ayccommodatilng electrical componen'bs is 
formed by th^ base having a flange extending backward 
from the outer periphery thereof to form a cylindrical 
body with a bottom, the chamber having an opening at 
the rear thereof, and the rear opening of the base is 
occludecy by the cover detachably mounted by screws on 
the ba^ . 

5 . The blower as claimed in claim 2 wherein the 

balls of the first and the second rows of the bearing 
apparatus are made of ceramic material .

1 . A blower having an impeller adapt:ed 'to be 

rotated by means of a motor comprising: 

a base for supporting the motor, i::he base Is 
provided and support:ed at t^e central portion of a 
frame by means of stays ; and) 

a chamber for / accommodating electrical 
components formed In the base, the back portion of the 
chamber Is adapted to be sealed by a removable cover . 
2 . A blower having an Impeller adapted to be 

rotated by means of a moftor comprising: 

a base for supporting the motor, the base is 
provided and supporte/l at the central portion of a 
frame by means of sta^ 

a bearing ^paratus for supporting a central 
portion of the Ippeller, the bearing apparatus 
including : 

a sleeve J 

a stepped shaft including a larger diameter 
portion and a reduced diameter portion, 

the first raceway formed at an appropriate 
position around/ the outer peripheral surface of the 
larger diameter/ portion, 

the /second raceway formed on an inner 
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peripheral surface of t:he slee/(re so as "to correspond 
with the first raceway, / 

balls of a first row interposed between the 
first and second raceways, / 

an inner ring ±±A over the reduced diameter 
portion of the shaft and secured thereto, 

the third radeway formed around an outer 
peripheral surface of t/he inner ring, 

the fourth / raceway formed on the inner 
peripheral surface cJ£ the sleeve so as to correspond 
with the third raceway, 

balls of /a second row interposed between the 
third and fourth raceways, and 

a chaQcober for accommodating electrical 
components fon^d in the base, the back portion of the 
chamber is adwted to be sealed by a removable cover .

chamber for/ accoxmaodating electrical components is 
formed by the base having a flange extending backward 
from the oAter periphery thereof to form a cylindrical 
body with/ a bottom, the chamber having an opening at 
the rear/ thereof, and the rear opening of the base is 
occluded by the cover detachably mounted by screws on 
the ba&e .
